President Wilaon sat in a wheel chair 
on the walk between the white house 
and the executive offices during the 
conference. 
The President submitted a definite 
proposal to the railroad men in w rit­ 
ing, and it Is understood they will 
give the president their answer after 
holding a conference with other rep­ 
resentatives of 
the 
brotherhoods. 
Secretary Tumulty announced that he 
would probably issue a statem ent on 
the conference within a short time. 
President Wilson’s decision on the 
demands of the railroad workers is 
considered final. 
“This polky is baaed on justice to
